tows (ſo called) lately publiſhed. Therein you may 

ſec how one of your fonnes (at leaft) goeth abour 
to reduce you to an vnion with the Church of 
Rome, as your only Mother, & toentertaine againe 
a conformitic and communion with her in her ſu- 
perſtitious Rites and Ceremonics, VVherein how 
ncarely it concerneth you to vindicate and acquit 
your honor & reputation your ſelte can beſt judge. 
Nor need you (as Sophocies) to produce ſome new 
proofes of your old and venerable wiſcdome inthe 
government of your ſo noble a Family,it being not 
onely eftabliſhed vpon the pure dotrines of the 
word of God, but ſcaled with the bloud of ſo many 
Martyrs, and witneſled by the teſtimonies and wri- 
tings of ſo many of your ancient learned and reue- 
rend ſonnes, both Biſhops, Do&ors, and others, 
Nor onely ſo, but the ſame Religion, anciently and 
for ſo many yeares continuance avowed and main- 
tained by ſuch a cloud of Witneſſes, hath beene 
withall backed hitherto from the firſt Reformation, 
and your juſt ſeparation from Babylon, by ſo many 
Parliaments all along. So that neyther doth your 
Motherhood need to folicite Gods Vicegerent, 
your royall Gouernour and PcoteQtor aext vader 
Chriſt, to call a new Synod for the diſcuſſing and 

determining of thoſe Tenents, which for ſo many 

yeares you haue holden and maintained. It was the

of that famous Councel of Nice,touching Chriſts Conſub- 
flantiality, with the Father, impugned by them, yer at 
leaſt ſo ſhake & wave them by calling them mto queltt- 
on, as thereby to diſable their validity and authority. 
Which fraud the Orthodox part ſmelling out, did 0- 
penly proteſt againſt them, avouching, that they there 
aſſembled,not now to diſpute or diſcuſſe the Decrees of 
Nice, but altogether to ratifie & ſubicribe vato them by 
common aflent, May it pleaſe you therfore in your wiſe- 
dome to refoluc,wherher it were not expedient to peti- 
tion his gracious and excellent Matic rogether with the 
Hon : Court of Parliament now aſſembled, that an Act 
of ratification may be decreed for the Religion hitherto 
maintained;and an A of Prohibition for the ſuppreſ- 
ſing of all Popiſh and 4rminiax bookes henceforth ; (ith 
the Arminian faQtion hath abuſed the Kings Proclama- 
tion, & ſo diſhonoured the King, as it ir gaue liberty to 
Popiſh Armin'an bookes to be publiſhed, and reſtraint 
to their oppoſices, which maintaine your Orthodox do- 
Arines, quire contrary to the intent of the Proclamati- 
on: and an A of qualification, that in caſe any Ortho- 
dox booke,8& ſuch as rendeth to ſound edification in pi- 
ety,as in Eltons vooke of the Commandements, if it be 
in ſome one particular or other, found taultie, may not 
preſently all at a clap be comitted to the mercileſle fire, 
as his was, but purged rather ; wheras, on the contrary, 
ſuch books,as here is anſwered,the whole frame & body 
whereof is Popiſh,aad worthy the fire, yet vpon the pat- 
ring onelv of a naile, (as it now thoroughly purged) is 
ſuffered to paſſe withour controuleto be printed and re- 
printed, As if the Trurhnow were brought to ſuch nice 
termes & {o weak an eſtate, as the leaſt ſtraw is enough 
to ſtumble it,and caule it to fall,and wholly ro ſuppreſle 
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and bury it in the aſhes: and contrarily,Popery and He. 
refie ſo highly aduanced, as it can eaſily leape ouer all 
blocks & Bulwarks of oppoſition. Againe,be pleaſed to 
tikenotice of one great inconvenience,it not rather miſ- 
chiefe,which is like ſpeedily to incroch vp6 your indul- 
gence, if not preuented, Some of your {onnes haue al- 
ready dared to add to the Cimmmon booke; as the whole 
forme of the conſecration of Archbiſhops , Biſhops, 
Prieſts, and Deacons, being now inſerted in the faid 
booke, I wot not by what authority, Yet let no man 
here wreſt my words, as if by mentioning this addition 
of the ſaid Forme, (/wot not by what authority,) I ſhould 
hereby any-way trench vpon the authority of the Forme 
of Conſecration of Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Priefls and Deacons, 
Farre be it from me, Yct toraſmuch as in theſe captious 
dayes, malice catching at ſhadowes, wight make matter 
to obie againſt innocent {implicity : I haue thought 
good to addea word or two for explication. I finde 
indeed, that the booke of Conſecration was ſometime 
annexedto the Seruice hooke cſtabliſhed,and publiſhed 
in 50. Edw. 6. Yet now fince, of long time, the Ser- 
vice- book hauing beene ſer out withour the ſaid Forme 
of Conſecration, 1 know nos (I ſay) by what authoritie it 
is now anew added, no more then I know by what au- 
thoritie it hath beene fo long pretermitted. Bur if the 
Author hath done this of his owne head, and out ofa 
care to reftore the Sernrce booke to its primitiue forme : 
why doth he it not alſo in the reſt > Much Icfle ſhouid 
he goe abour toalter or mould the oid originall into a 
now forme, For example : I haue ſcene 1n the great 


Printing houſe at London a calt Serure-booke wherein 
this our author (as it he would corre ſagneficat) hath 
in tundry places noted with his owne hand (as they fay) 


where 
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where and how he would haue the Seruice booke altered, 
how hes would haue the names of ſome Saints dayes 
changed, and redde letters put for the blacke, as it hee 
would canonize more holidaies for you to obſerue. And 
throughout the booke, where he finds the word Afz- 
wifter he would hauec it cancelled, and Prief? put inſtead 
thereof; ſuch an cnemy is he to the very name of M1i- 
fer, it being a name of ſeraice and labour ; and as if hee 
would haue all the world to beleeue, he had rather be 
an idle popiſh Prieſt, then a painefull and faithfull Mi- 
niſter of the better Teſtament,as Chriſt himſelfe is call- 
ed or a Miniſter of Chriſt, as the Apoſtles were called, 7 :.Cor.r1.24; 
have ordained thee « Miniſter, ſaith Chriſt to Paul, And $3515 
in concluſion, for thoſe priuate godly prayers in the end 
of the reading P/almes, he thinks them ficter to be omit- 
ted, then added, And why ſo? ſomething ſure is in them 
that doe not well reliſh with his Popiſh palate; for 
therein is often mention ef Gods Ele, &c, But hee 
Biues the reaſon, as I heare ; becaule, ſaith he, they were 
not at firſt put into the Seruice booke, when it was eſta- 
bliſhed by Act of Parliament,burt afterwards, Indeed if 
ſo, he faith ſomething. Sauing onely that: thoſe Pri- 
uate rum are no parc of the publike Licourgie, But it 
our Author will ſtand vpon ſuch ſtrit termes,as to haue 
nothing eyther added, or detracted, or altered from the 
Rooms booke of 5. and 6.K.Edw.6. which was 
ratified by 44 of Parliament inthe beginning of Qu, E- 
lizabeth (as it were to bee” withed) why doth hee on the 
contrary goe about to innouate any thing therein, For if 
our Kubrick be made a rule of our Church-dodtrine: and 
if every Xiniſter of this Charch be tyed to obſerue this 
booke without addition,or detraQtion:then it behooues 
vs not alittle to keepe vs to 6ur Originals,and purge the 
kountaines 
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fountaines from any mixtureof the leaſt mudde, whicty 
time might contract, For otherwiſe,ſec the miſchicfe of 
it. Mr. Meantagc in his * 4ppeale, by corrupting the 
Rabrick text with the interlaceing of a few words of his 
owne addition, wouen in as a part of the Rabrick,would 
thereby prouc his falling away fromgrace. Hauc wenort 
need then to looke wel co our Originall &K#brick,and not 
ſuffer any falſifications to be foyſted in, ſeeing jt is now 
adaics ſo ſtood vpon as Rule of doftrine;which therfore 
had need to be ſound, as whereto all wee Adimifters ſub- 
ſcribe 2 Elſe thus might we be infrared , before we were 
aware, Nor is our Author the firſt, chat hath medled in 
this manner with the Service beoke,which ſince the firſt e- 
ſtabliſhment hath beenc crampered withall, both in the 
Calendar and Rwbrick, In the Calendar how many Saints 
haue beene added, (ince that in Edw.s. his dayes > And 
the Kubrick hath ſo ſuffered, as Mrrifters may quickly 
run over ſhooes, yea neceſſarily runne themſelues cither 
vponthe Reck,on the one hand, or into the Galfe, on the 
other. As in the point of Charch-veflments, do but com- 
pare the old Rabrick, ro which the newer referres, with 
the 2 3.C4n0n, and then a man may take his choyce. whi- 
ther he will rather incurre the penaltic of the Srarace, or 
run vpon the mouth of the Canon, For the onc he muſt 
doe,fith the Canon and Statute run counter one againſt 
the other. As for example : Our preſent Rebrick ſends vs 
for Ornaments ta, the Statute of 2.Edw. 6, Now the 
Service-boskes then allowed appoint in the end thereof, 
what veſtments and habits ordinary Miniſters (hal weare, 
which are onely Swrphice and Hoods; and what Biſhops, 
&c. ſhall wearc, wiz. Rechers, Surplites, Copes,&%e, Now 
the Cawow binds all AMinifters in Cathedrals, at the Coms- 
m410n tO weare Copes, which the old Rebrick allowes 

not; 
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not; and fo, in irineſle, cuery man wearing a Cope, if 
heebenota Biſbop, forfeits a full yeares cſs of lis 
Spirituall promotions for his labour, by the S/azmre of 
EGz.2. 

I might hege note alſo, how a ſpeciall pecce of the old 
Rubricke of 5. and 6. of Edw. 6. which containes the 
publicke declaration of our Charch (very vicfull to 
fatisfie the weake about kneeling at the Communios, 
and ſufficient ro mooue this 4#thoy and his Denote- 
bings to bee no better then /ds/aters) is in the new not 
ro bee found, The Rubricke, I meane, is this : 4+ 
though ne order can bee ſo perfeitl deniſed, but it way 
bee of ſome, either of their ignorance and infirmity, or elſe of 
malice and obſkinacy miſconſirued, depraved and inter- 
preted in 4 wrong part © and yet becauſe brotherly cha- 
rity willeth, that ſo much as conneniently may bee , of 
fences ſhould bee taken away ; therefore wee are willi 
to doe the ſame : whereas it is ordained in the Booke 
of Commun Prayer , in the admiuiftration of the Lords 
Swpper , that the Communicants kneeling , ſhould receiue 
the holy Communion , which thing being well muant, 
for « fignification of the humble «nd gratefult acknow- 
ledging of the benefits of Chriſt , ginen onto the wor- 
thy Receruer, and to auoyde the profenation and diſor- 
der, which about the holy Commanion muſt elſe enſue: 
leaft yet the ſame kneeling might bee thought or takew 
otherwiſe, wee doe declare, that it is not meant there- 
by, that any adoration is done, or ought to bee done, 
exther unto the Sacreamentall bread and wine there 
bodily receined , or runto any reall or effentiall Preſence 
there being of Chrifls naturail fleſh and blood. For 
4s concerning the Sacrawentall bread and wine, 
they remaine ſtill in as ver) naturdil { _— 
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end therefore may not bee adored, for that were 1dolatry to 
be abboyred of all Chriftians. And «i concerning the nats- 
rall body.and blood of owr Saviour Chriſt, they are in Hea- 
ven, and not here ; for it i againſt the truth of Chriſty tr ue 
waturdll body, to bee in more places, then in ont at one time, 
Bur I forbcare here to inſtance more, I could hearti- 
ly wiſh, thatthe whole Booke might bee reviſed and re» 
duced to the ancient authenticke forme, and if ought 
impertinent hath beene addcd, or ought viefull derra- 
Qed, it may be corre&ted ; if any good things haue been 
added, as ſome Colletts haue beene, they might bee by 
AF of Parliament eſtabliſhed, We know that Mr.Bwcer, 
at the requeſt of Archbiſhop Cranmer peruſed and cor- 
reed ſomethings in the firft Liturgie of Edw.6, and a- 
mong the reſt, that Colle&t, out of which the Author of 
this booke of priuate Dewor#o75,hath made his prayer for 
the Dead, Wherein yet he hath not kept him from falſe 
fingering, but purs our, where cuer he meets with it, tha 
word Ele, a word which our Author cannot indures 
becauſe he would willingly razeout all cuidences of our 
Church, that make for the acknowledgement of Gods 
free and abſolute Elefim,or that reach vs, that none, bur 
ſuch as are ſo eleRed doe goe to heauen, Bur Ifſay, that 
Colle, was Cenſured by Bucer,and thereupon corrected 
by our Church, and fo, Fatified in Par/iamenr, 'in that 
forme that now wee ſee its in, 5.Edw.6. which ſtands 
in force, Theſe things I doe bur briefly touch, . lea- 
uing them to yonrfuller inquirie, and more particular 
examination.But if ſuch liberty may be indulgedtoſuch 
like Sonnes, it will ſhortly come to paſſe,thar as neither 
you can owne them for your ſonnes, ſo nor they you for 
their Mother : ſuch a new face of Religion are they like 
to induce, if they bee not the bertex looked vato, Yea, 
what 
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what a Metamorphoſis haue wee ſeenc already in theſe 
our daies > How vnlike is the preſcnt time to the former 
which we haue ſcene? For,as I cold the L. B. of Londen, 
it was a pitifull thing to ſee the ſtrange alteratis of theſe 
times within this 7. yeares, from thole former, For for- 
merly, not a Popiſh, ncr Arminian booke durſt peepe 
out z but now, ſuch onely are countenanced and publi- 
ſhed, & Orthodox bookes ſuppreſſed. 1t was not wont 
co be ſo, my Lord,quoth I. And let your Motherhood 
be pleated to make inquirie which of your Sonnes it is, 
that hath dared of late dayes to incroch euen vpon the 
liberty of Preaching it ſelfe, that in the moſt publicke 
place of the Kingdome, Preachers haue beene forced 
lometime before, to ſhow their Sermons before they 
were preached,and ſome were not {uffered to preach for 
their very texts ſake,whereups they purpoled to preach? 
Alas Mother, arc our diſcaſed fo deſperate, as they can- 
not indure the plaiſter, And good Mother, I pray you 
well & chriftily to diſcipline fuch your ſonnes, as being 
Licencers of Bookes, dare anſwer,that they muſt not li- 
cence any bookes againſt Armroim; nor yet any Cate- 
chiſmes, But I forbeare. I may feare,leaft,as 7o/eph, for 
bringing the cuil report of his brethren co his Father, ſo 
I ro you, may incurre their hatred, as he did. Now the 
Lord looke mercitully vpon you,& your goodly family, 
leaft Simeon & Lewi Brethren in cuil,indanger the hes 
houſe of 7eceb to the vncircumcized, For great is the 
wrath of the-Lord that is gone out againſt vs, Yet the 
natural conſtitution of your pure body promiſeth long 
lifes if it may byt be preſerued from peceant humours, 
which o:herwfſe may prove mortall, Vee know that 
God will conlume the Beaſt with his limmes. But i#dge- 
ment muſt begin at the houſe of Goa:there will he begin to 
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purge out the dreggs of Popery, And sf we wealdiudge 
#uy [elves,we (powld wot be indged. Now the Lordfill you 
full of holy zeale & courage tor his glory & truth, leaſt 
Chriſt charge you,as he did the Church of Epheſus, 7 
bane feats againft thee, becauſe thou haft left thy faſt 
love, It thertore you be not zea/ows and # wt take heed 
you proue not like to the Charch of Lavdices; who aid, 
1a rich, and increaſed with goods, end bane need of ne- 
thing : and knoweſt not that thew art wretched, and poore, 
and blind, and neked , neither cold nor but, but lukewarme , 
for which cauſe it came to paſle, as Chriſt told her, that 
hee ſpucd her out of his mouth. For the prevention 
whereof,” good Mother petition, that an AQt may bee 
made for the diſabling and n—_—_ all Po- 
piſh and Arminian Doors of either Biſhopricke or 
Deanery , or other high preferments ; fo it is well ho- 
ped you ſhould quickly ſee an-end of all ſuch He. 
refies. And let the knees of your heart bee cuer cxerci- 
ſed with your hands to life yp your humbleſt prayers for 
the Lords anointed our —__ gracious Soueraigne, Pa- 
rron,& Protetor,tharas God hath moſt richly endow. 
ed his Maieſtie with ſuch Princely & peerlefle graces, as 
no Prince in Chriftendome with the like : fo it would 
pleaſe him to vouchſafe this ſinfall nation,ch vamorthy ts 
be belsned, long and liberally to inioy the fruit and bene. 
fit of ſo vertuous andreligious a Prince : whom if our 
great ſins hinder nor, I truſt to ſee the moſt glorious and 
renowned King, that ever the ſtate of. Chriſtendome 
faw.

The paralcll | con- 
feſſe is yncuen, in regard of the perſons compared, the 
one a Prince, the other meane Parſons : Butthething3 
compared are not {o vnequall, as Popiſh Denotion on 
both ſides ; That, adorne\l withthe Badge of the [7oly 
Gheit ; This, of /eſwe : In both, thoſe two Dwine Per- 
ſonsin the Trinitie moſt helliſhly and impiouſly pro- 
haned, :eing made the Badges of thole,who are pro- 
kſed Vaſlals of e-AmtichriF, that Man of Sinne, and 
being weorne by ſuchas would til} be reputed Prote- 
ſtants, they are the veric Enſignes of Apoltacicfrom 
Chrilt to Amtichrift ; and theretore how true Scruants 
and Subiets ſuch can be to Proteſtant Princes, vho by 
their Order of Knighthood are [\, orne Licgemen tothe 
Pope,l leaue to others to wdge. Onely that King cauſed 
to Lepublithedfundry Bookes of Dexotion, yet all of 
one Mcale : But this Booke hath no fellow, muſt alone 
be publiſhed for a Gngular aud vnucriall Platforme of 
ali Dewerzon, {ilcncing aud ſuppreſsing ail other Bookes 
of the like nature. So that whatentcrtainment,in time, 
is this deuout Booke liketo find inthe World, when 
none el{c thall be permitted to be priated, yea, when 
as not onely Bookes of Religious Deworion, but alſo of 
ſound Doctrine, may. not be allowed to ſeethe Li 
Astherefore Popiſh Denoticn che Danghter of bly 
Ignorance : Soon the contrarie, this Denotion is like 
to proue the Mother of [gnerance ; verifying the Riddle 
of the Water and hae mutually bread of each other, 
CMater me genuit, eadem mox gignity ex me. And fo 
plauſable isthis Booke of Devotion to all Papiſts, as 
they begin totriumph, not ſticking to ſay, rhat they 
hope cre long theſe faire and rowardly beginnings will 
grow oa pacetothe full & vniueriall reeſtabliſſiment 
of 
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of their Romane-Catholique Religion here in England, 
telling their ſeduced Diſciples (as one of them, now 
reformed, bleſſed be God, told me ) that wee had now 
alreadic at London a Boke of ſeven Sacraments put - 
liquely allowed. In ſumme therefore, It notthe Ar- 
thours of that Booke diſdaine to'be vulgarly reputed 
and reported for the Seruants of the Church of Rome, 
whoſe Badge, ſpecially, that of the leſuites, they ſtick 
not to yponthe Front of their Denotion, And ſo 
much for the firſt Frontiſpeece of the Booke. 
.: Now to the next Page, wherein they father this 
Septenarie horaric forme of Deuotion vpon the practiſe 
fe the ancient Church; Andtheſe houres of Pzaper 018 
compiled,mucb(ſaith the Book.) after the manner pub» 
liked by authozitie of Quene Elizabcth 1560, &c. 
Firſt for the ancicnt Church of Chrilt ; No Church 
did anciently obſerue, or py reſcrive theſe 
Senen hooresof Pzayer,ducly and daily robe vied,as 
the Anthor or Authors would tearevs1n hand. How 
ancient 1 pray you 15 this Canonicall obſeruation ? 
Forſooth Pope Pelagine the Second was the firſt Inſti- 
tuter of the Deuen boures ; And that was towards 
600 yeeresafter Chriſt. This was ſome-whart ancient. 
But v4 hat authoritie haue we for it ? Pamelinrvpon 
Cyprian faith, They ſay ſo, that this Pelagins was the 
firſt Inſtituter. Onely, 7 hey ſay ſo. Though Polidor 
Varg4 ſpeake a little more confidently, Sars conftar, 
It ts apparent enongh ; but tels not whence. Nor doe I 
find this Septenarxe to be more ancient, then Pope Gre- |, 
gary the Ninth, who compoſedthe Decretals, about ay;g;,, MK; 
400 yecres agoe. He indeed fets downe the Dencn C.PrebHir.g1 
Poures. inthe Title of his Chapter (1uſt as truly, as 
our Author in the Title of his Booke) deriuing'the 
ſame from ſome ſpring of Antiquitie, and namely,the 
eAgatben Councell Prouinciall in France, which was, cone, Agarb, 
ſome 8qo.yceres before his time. But the Pope there 
C 3 COM- 
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committed a foulc error in ſcrting downe @gnen Cans 
nicall Bonres, for two: The Agathen Councell/imentio- 
nag buttwo Houres of Prayer, the Morning, and Eue- 
Bing, -Sothat the beſt authoricie, and hoarielt antiquitic 
for your @enen Canonitcall Genres , is Gregory the 
Ninth, Pope of Rome. | This is that ancient Church, 
wherein this praQtiie appearcth firfi ro be decreed , and 
ſolermaly obierucd. This Pope then firſt decreed the 
Seuen Canenicall Boures, Bur of whom tobe obſer- 
ved? Namely, of the Prieſts, Friers, Mevker, and fuch 
like Holy-day-perſons, for the moft part Aſals feriats 
hamines, as Rome could afford enongh. Of orhery hee 
ſaich 0299 4 of a the Glofſe'; alrhough ir fay , Otkers 
ſeem not to b: bound, but ſurely they are. Bur the Priefts, 
CHMonkes, and other 'Foraries were ſpecially bound to 
keepe them cooflantly. Which ſeemes to be the reaſon 
why it is probable, that ſome haue conieRured Pelagine 
the Second to haue beene the firft Inflicutor, For e 
his time did all kind of Menkes, and ſuch like Orders 
begin exceedingly to be multiplyed 3; mai:y of rhem ca= 
king yponthema foch a tric diſcipline, as mighr admir, 
yea in ſome (err necefiarily require ſo many Canonical 
Ponres of P2ayer, at lealt to refreſh the tediouſneſſe 
of chat auſterirte, wherwith they exerciſed theirex:reame 
paticace. Some Monkes were called /»ſowmes, for their 
continuall wartchfulnefle ; And what could they doe bct-

See Cent.$.c.6 cant Dayes?. Some did ſo macerate themſclues with im- 
de Ceremontss, moderate faſting, and courſe fare of {malt quantitie, that 


they made themſclues vaable to doe any thing, bur pray, 
if that. Others coopt themaſclues vp, in ſuch ſhort, and 
narroyy, ang low Cells, as vneath they could cither lye 
along. or ſtand ypright; So thatthe beft and eafieſt po- 
ſure for them, was to bee on their knees praying, Others 
forſaking hurnane. ſocietie, and living among che wild 
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feeding 
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ſeeding on/Roocs and Graffe, and lodging ſb Dio, or, in 
che Caues, what could they doe e!{e, bur (1t they had-1o 
much ſenfe lefe cher ) pray? ' 

Now, ſeeing our Author will needs reviue and re- 
commend. tothe Church of England cheſe his Senen 
Canonicals: Vpon whom will he impoſe theirobſerua- 
tion? Vpon Courtiers ? Alas, they are taken vp with 2 
thouſand thoughts, perhaps, bow to riſe bigher z perhaps, 
how to keepe their ſtanding z perhaps, how to preuens 
and take off enuie; perhaps, howto appeale ſuch an Op» 
and perhaps,how to purchaſe ſuch a Friend; pertiaps, 

wtocompaſle ſuch a preferment; but ſpecially-the Fe-" 
male ſex, iacombred with a thouſand womantſh Ceres! 
monies, if not State-projiects, or their owne honours 
(a8 I heard once 2 great Lady of che Count fay, there 
was neuer a day went ouer their heads, but once at leaſt 
their hearr aked/) ſo as they cannot attend ſuch tedious 
Canomicall Sernice: ' Or Citizenz, or Countreymen ? 
They-haue their Vocations to fallow, which if the ſhbuld 
intermit, to ſay. oucr.this Baoke of. Deuation daily,znd 
duely; av it preſcribes, How ſhould they live > Exceper. 
yee could perſwade thera to a thinner dyet, and conrſer 
habite, too good an allbwance for an idle life, Or will 
you impoſe it vpon the Priefts', or Miniſters of the 
Church ? But you know our Golden»Priefts ( I meane' 
is the beſt ſenſe) are not like thoſs Woodden-Ones in 
the Church of Rome, who hauing little clſc to doe, but 
to-ſay ouer their Mafle, or a few marrens, had nced ro be. 
cxetciſed with Cangnicall Boures'to keepe thera at 
leaſt from worſe exerciſes, Bur you knowg moſt Mini-. 
ftersin the Churcly of England are labouribus in ther 
Calling, who if they ſhould preciſely cnerie day ſay over 
your Booke of Deustion, 'they ſhould haut litde time 
left to prepare conuenient Food for their Flockes on the 
Lords. day. Although perhaps youcould bee content to 
ilpence with that ; Nay rather, if ye willnceds inforee:. 


your 
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your Poures vpo vs, lay them ypon dumbe Priefts, 
ſuch as cither cannot, or dare not, or at leaſt willnot 
preach the Word to their People, Theſe being the men, 
thatcry ſo much fortong Prayers, and ſhort preaching, 
you might doc well to bring them to a Canonicall obes 
dience of your Canonicall Poures, and thac they per- 
forme the ſame not by Proxie, or Curacie, but in their 
owne Perſons, Otherwiſe if youcannot find Holy-1ay- 
men enough to take your Booke totaske, what doth ir 
import elſe, bur a neceſſiric of bringing in Monkeric,and 
ſo of ereing Cells againe, for the. pratiſe of your 
Denotion # Which 1 cruſt all your Deuotion will never. 
bring to paſſe. | 
In the ſecond place, from the pratiſe of the ancient 
Church, the Auther deſcends to defend his Septefazmi- 
ans Deuotion to be Puch after the manner,pabliſhed 
by authozirie of Qugne Elizabeth, x 560. Puch after 
the marmer,is _ aprittie mp the matter: 
Much-whart , not fo altogether, Bur Puch, 
Diſlingue tempor, Diftinguiſh the times, Thac Horary 
the Aurhor ſpeakes of, was ſer out necre the firſt yeere 
of her Reigne, whenas Poperie was not buried, nor the 
Goſpell out of her Cradle. That Noble Queene of cuer 
blefizd memorie, in the Hara nomar + rn did 
for the preſent prudently conniuc at, and aQt ſome things, 
which by degrees ſhe ſuffered to vaniſh. - 
the purpoſe : In the veric beginning of her;Raigne, be. 
fore her firſt Parhamenc, She ray Arv;g oclamation, 
inhibiting all Miniſters in and about: London, and elfe- 
where, to preach at all, lefle or more, but onely te read 
Seruice, vnrill further order from her Maicftic.” 1; this a 
good Argument for the Author, or ary his Faators by 
his ſeeming Deuotion of making nxany long Prayers, to 
ſhoulder Preaching out of the Church, or to weyne the 
People from hearing, becauſe forſooth, Queene Efiza- 
bith once by Proclamation probibited Preaching, and 
allowed 
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allowed onely reading of Seruice ? But how long laſted 
this reſtraint ? No longer then the Parliament appro» 
ching, wherein was molt happily eſtabliſhed the liber- 
tie of Preachingthe Goſpell, and admuniſtring the Sa- 
craments. Take another _ le, in thedawning of 
the Goſpellin England before her time, in Ki 

the Eighth his Raigne : The Lord (rommwel in is Ex. 
glich Primer, 1 5 35, in the Preface before the Letanie, 
Apologizing his leauing out of the Letanie in his for- 
mer Pruner, ſairh, Wherefore, for the contentation of ſuch 
weahe minds,and ſomewhat tobeare their infirmities, | haue 
now at this my ſecond Edition of the ſaid Primer, cauſed the 
Letanie to be printed, and put ito the ſame, ce. Marke, 
For the contentation of weake minds. Thus un the Primi- 
tive Church ſome things were tolerated during the In- 
fancie of it, which afterwards were quite aboliſhed ; 
as Atts 15. Theabſtayning from Blood, and ftrangled, 
was inioyned the Gentiles = a time. And why ? For 
( faith S. James verſe 21.) Moſes of old tinee hath in exerie 
Citie them that preach hins, being read in the Syno 
eerie Sabbath day : So that for offending the Iewes,the 
Gentiles,among whom they liucd,mult for a time for- 


the Sunne mounting, ſhould of it ſelf dilp 

away all thoſe nuits.

pline, it is thought good, &c. By which examples wile 

men may lcarne, not to take vpall former precedents as 

currant for preſent times. Many things might be win- 

ked at inthe Infancic of the Church, which are _ 
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lerable in her riper age. Inthat 7ſoraree ſet forth 1560, 
there was a tender regard had of the weak eneſle of the 
time, toallow of ſuch things, which in theſe times of 
the cleare Light of the Goſpell, and fall growth of the 
Church would be rediculous. hes I was a child (faith 
the Apoſtle ) 7 did as a child, 1 imagined as a child ; bat 
being a man, | put away childsſb things. Were it not ab- 
ſurd and ridiculous for a man growne, to fall to his old 
childiſh ſports and toyes againe? And wee knovw that 
ſuddaine changes from one extreme to another, euen 
from cuill ro good ina State, are difficult, if not dange- 
rous , being not diſcreetly carried. Nor could it be cx- 
pected, that the Church hauing been long pent vp as it 
werein a Dungeon, and comming ſuddainly forth into 
the broad Light,bur it ſhould at firſt be tender-ſighted, 
rill after a while her eyes were better inured to looke 
vpon the Eight. Or being but newly pulled out of the 
Puddle of Poperie, that by and by ſhce ſhould bee wa- 
ſhed cleane from all ſpots. As Luther intreats his Rea- 
ders, if they find in his Writings any thing ſmelling of 
the old Caske of Poperi-, that they would remember, 
he was once a poore Monke. And for any in theſe 
dayes, of a long and well-ſetled Church, to plot the 
bringing in againe of Poperie , they know it well 
enough, their way isnottodoe it forth-right, but b 
many infimuations, and winding wayes, as,to beret 
all printing of Bookes againſt Papiſt;to print and pub- 


liſh ſuc ,as doe 1n part maintaine our Church, 
and inx and ſymbolize with Poperie,and by 
ſeemingto eric, {lilyto bring it into credite; 


to reſtraine Preaching as much as may be, by laying 
burthens vpon the Miniſtry ; to ſuffer none to come to 
any place of eminencie in the Church, but through 
Simony-gate,or Ambition,and ſuch by-wayes,to make 
ſure if poflible a corrupt Clergie ; if any bee fincere 

and 
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-and bold inlaſhing of Sinne, eſpecially raigning ſinnes, 
ro ſnap him vp, and muzzle him for barking, and ſuch 
like. But to conclude the former point of the Authors 
Allegation of that Horary (ct forth 1560, and for the 
further making good of the anſwer thereto ; it will 
not be impertinent here to inſert,what he addeth in his 
Preface, page 7, quoting in the Margent together with 
that x 5 60, another ſer forth by the ſame authoritie, 
I 573. Ouer againſt which words, his Text haththeſe 
words : 

Lheſe Pzayers, which fo2 the moſt part, after the 
ſame manner, and dinifion of Poures, as bers they 
are, hauing heretofoze bene publiſhed among vs by 
high and ſacred Authozitie, are now al{o renewed and 
moze fully ſet ſo:th againe, &c. Where he contefſeth 
againe,that he followeth theſe former Precedents(but) 
fo:the moſt part : No,nor thatneither ; For examining 
the Copics well, we find greatdifference : For beſides 
many other good ings, hon hath left out the Hymne, 
wherein is, Pellito fal/am, inſere verans Relegionens. (on- 
ſeeleratum perde P aps/mum,c>c. And ex Pſalmo ſecunds, 
Hoc tempore ſentimus Deus Opt. Max. non ſolum Anti- 
chriſtum,-c.But what he leaues out againſt the Church 
of Rome, he puts infor it; as a faire Ieſuiticall Fron- 
tiſpecce, Denen Dacraments of the Church, and the 
like. It would 611 a whole Booke, to note all the diffe- 
rences. But hereinlyesthe maine matter, that he cqu- 
ples the Booke of Dexotion {et forth 1573 with the 
other 1 560, as if they wereall one. For hee quotes in 
the Margent, The Yozary ſet fozth with the Quenes 
Authozit:s, x 5 60,andrenewed » 5 7 3. Ampainted 
with d;ziniledge at London,by Uilliam Þ&rs. It is 
well that the Copies of thoſe Moth-eaten Bookes are 
yetextant, at leaſt to bee an cuidence, how farre forth 
the Author herein ſpeakes truth. Yet,if he had inquired

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A little more diligent]y, hee might haue found another 
{ forth by rhe ſame ſacred Authoritie, Imprinted by 
the ſame forcſaid » iam Seers, in the yeere 1564, be- 
ing the ſeuenth of that blefſed Raigne. Now compa- 
ring theſe three Copies together, 1 tind the twe 
verie different from the tirit , not onely in their Forme 
and Matter, but in their Title. For the firſt, in 1560, 
is intituled, Horarinm : But the two ſucceeding, the one 
1564,the other in 15 73 arc intituled Preces prueate,&c. 
The Horarimm indeed {etteth downe the Howres of 
Prayer ; but the two latter Bookes recommend onely 
Morning and Euening Prayer, with their Matter and 
Forme, together wnth a ſhort Forme at ryſing, and 
going to Bed ; but without preſcribing at what houres. 
Obſerue then in the tirſt place a notable difference. 
The firſt Booke of Demotion, as comming necrelt to 
the time of Poperic (the Goſpell being yet but as it 
were inthe dawning ) bore ſome reſemblance to thoſe 
Canonicall Formes of Prayer formerly vſcd in time of 
Poperis; and ſo was called Horariwm. Yet this was in 
Latine, ſcruing chicfly for the vic of all Clerkes, orold 
Cloyſterers, to content them for the time, till better 
prouifion might be had, and till their ſtomackes could 
digelt ſtronger Meat, and their Eyes endure the clearer 
Light. So chat within foure yeeres, the Horarimw, dil- 
clayming further Affinitic or Couſen-head, ſo muchas 
in Name withthe Popiſh Horaria,in the next Edition, 
and foforward, put on the Name of Precesprinate,and 
that in Stwdsoſorum gratiam collete, &c.Priuate Prayers 
colle&d for Schollers or Students, ſuch 2s vnderſtood 
the Latine Tongue, ro the end ſuch cfpecially being in- 
formed in the right forme & manner of Praying,might 
the better inſtra& others in the fame durie ; that ſo by 
degrees, all Popith ſuperſtition and erronious deuotion 
aught getthem hence intotheir darke Cells. x 
ote 
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Note againe, that the thirg Edition of thoſe Prayers, 
1573, was yet more exa@, then the former in 19564, 
and much more different, asthe more diſtant {till from 
the Horarium. Verera tranſfierunt, &c. Old things are 
paſſed away, and all things now become new; The Golpell 
now promouing all things towards their perfection. 
And now when all is done,would the Author with his, 
bring vs backe at leaſt tothe brinke and borders of Po- 
os againe, by his Canonicall Youres, and the like ? 
ing now men of ripe yeere, would he haue vsto be- 
come childrenagaine? And atrer we have begun, and 
gone on ſo farre #nthe Spirit, now to be made perfett wm 
the Fleſs, by turning backe to beggerly rndiments ? Aﬀter 
the cleare Meridian Sunne-ſhine of the Goſpell, would 
he reduce vsto thoſe duskiſh dawning ſhadowes , out 
of which that firſt Horarimm was but newly peeped, 
but to laſt no longer then till time might more fairely 
ſhake hands with all Popiſh ſhadowes? As the Iewiſh 
Ceremonies had a time, euen after the eſtabliſhing of 
the Goſpell, for their ſolemne Obſequies.. But to con- 
clude, the plaine truth is,to ſuch a pafle is Poperie now 
come in theſe our dayes, that if cuer, the Church of 
England ought henceforth ro haue the leaft corret 
dence and conformitie withit ; yeato bee ſo farre from 
renewing any old acquaintance with it, as vtterly to 
ſhake hands; And if any Ragges or Reliques of that 
Whore haue berne patched to our Mothers Robe, we 
ought to rip it off, and ſtrippe our (clues of it. Rome 
1s now fully reuealed to be the Whore of Babylon ; the 
Pope, the Head thereof, to be that Aur of Swmme, that 
e-Antichrift ; which for any Learned man not to 
ce in theſe dayes of the Goſpell, is ro ſtumble at 
Noone-day , yea to bee ſtrucke blinde at the cleare

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Itfolloweth inthe Title : Taken out of the Boly 
Scriptures, the Ancient Fathers, and the Dinine 
Sernice of our owne Church, Here be three Authori- 
ties, the leaſt whereof not to be contemned. The firſt 
is, that he ſaith his Poares are taken from the Poly 
Scriptures. His Quotationsare ſtrewed allalong the 
Booke ; but ſo, asif we amaſſeall the generall Precepts 
and particular PraRices of Prayer in Scriptureinto one 
Canon or Rule, there ſhould not be one Houre, or 
Minute, thoroughout the Day and Night, which wce 
ſhould not ſpend altogether in Prayer. So that theabu- 
five vnderſtanding of Scripture in this kind was that, 
which brought the Exchere to doe nothing elſe, but 
pray. The Scriptures commend to vs ſpecially rwo 
times of publike Prayer for the Day, CHMorning 
and the Ewening Prayer, the one about our Nine in the 
Forenoone, the other about Three in the Afternoone, 
which our Church followeth ; Theſe two were called 
the Morning and the Evening Sacrifice. Hence it is,that 
Chriſt beganto be offered fromthe Morning Sacrifice, 
tothe Eucning Sacrifice, as ſancifyingall our Sacrifices 
of Prayerand Prayſe, Morning and Euening . in that 
Sacrifice of himſatfe. 

But he ſpeakes here of Pzinafe houres of P2ayer. 
And where will he tind in Scripture any ſuch prattiſe, 
asthe obſeruation of his @encn Canonicall Youres 2 
Danel prayed three times a day. Yea Daxid faith, 
Sewen times a day will [ prayſe thee. But that's of Prayſe. 
And though it may be meant alfo of Prayer, it ſigni- 
heth onely his frequent praying, farre from a ſuper- 
{titious obſcruation of Canomcall Poures, in thoſe 
dayesnot hatched,or heard of, Bur of Prayer he faith, 
Enening and Morning, and at Nome-day will I pray, Oc.

Indeed the Scriptare doth ſo command this excellent 
dutie of Prayer to vs, asthat no time ſhould exempt vs 
from ir, butrhat wee ſhould bee diligent in the praQtiſe 
of it vpon all occaſions, and eſpecially keepe conſtant- 
ly our Morning and Euening Sacrifice priuate,and pub- 
lique alſo, —s day requwireth; Yea to let no opor- 
tunitie flip, wherein wee are not breathing out ſome 
Eiaculations, out of a ſenſe and feeling of our ma- 
nifold infirmuties, and neceflitics. But no where 
doth the Scyiprwre preſcribe a ſet @eptenarie forme 
of Denotion , as the Authour would impoſe vp- 
on vs. 
Inthe ſecond place, he nameththe Ancient Fathers. 
Bur theſe fayle him as much for his purpoſe as the 
Seripturesdoc. indeed the Fathers doe cucrie-where 
(following the Scriptures) inculcate and preſſe rhe 
inceſſant pradtiſe of Prayer : Hora nulla 4 Chriftiank Cype fe Orat.. 
excipitur, quo minus frequenter, ac ſemper Deus debeat 
adorers, ec. (aith Cyprian : Ng hore i exempted from 
Chriftiaxs, that God might not frequently and alwayes bee 
adered.

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Yea Clemens Romania , a great Authour with him, 
though mit-quotcd, an his / onflitutions ( which cucn 
Paonnficiaes themſclaes haue confeſſed to be counter- 
feit) yet fayle him at leaſt in two of his Youres, as 
Ceomplene,and the laſt. Onely Gregory the Nunth failes 
him not,being,asI ſaid, his firlt complcat Author of his 
Scuen Canonicalls. 

But after the Ancient Fathers , in the third place 
he nameth the Diuine Deruice of our owne Church, 
out of which his Bonregare taken. Now ſurely for 
ought that cuer I could learne out of our Serwice Booke, 
I can find but two ſet Howres of Prayer, beſides cer- 
taine priuate Prayers recommended to priuate Fami- 
lies, "4 Morning and Eucning ; witha godly Prayer to 
be ſaid atalltimes, in the latter end of the Booke : Vn- 
lefle out of this Prayer to be ſaid atall times, he would 
ps out his Deuen Canonical Youres. But whereas 

ce ſcemethto ground the Forme of his Denotion v 

on the Diuine of our owne Church: On 

contrarie, he offereth foule violence to that more exa&t 
and profitable Forme, preſcribed in our Litwrgie. For , 
whercas the Forme of Prayer in our Communion 
Booke is ſo compiled, as that by a daily practiſe therof 
the whole or moſt part of the Old Tel t 1s read 
ouer onee in the yeere, and the New Teſtament three 
times, and the whole Booke of Pſalmes once cuerie 
moneth : The Author or Authors of this Booke, in- 
truding a new Forme of Deyation, hereby cozen Gods 
People of their allowance in the Scriptures, while in 
ſtead of the whole, he cutterh out heare a Peece, and 
there a Peece, here a Quarter of a Chapter, and there 
a Quarter. Herein croſsing the Communion Booke, 
whichin the Preface flatly reproucth this verie practiſe

few of the Pſalmes hawe Raney JOE,

cauſe, Thankes be tro God there are plenty of manu. 
all Fſatters and T eftaments, as eafie tocarry in mens 
pockets, and I am ſure farre more profitable to edifi- 
cation, then this booke of Dexorien, Yea, and it will 
appeare all along this booke, how ſocuer he ſeeme tee- 
derly affeed,and dt uoted to his mother Church, and 
to cur divine Seruice, that never any (though Popiſh) 
booke publiſhed this threeſcore yeares vnder thename 
of Denotion, hath moreſlily and ſabtilly vadermined 
the ſtate of this our Church, thenthis doth, while it 
would confound our Church with that of Babylon ;

Piſh mouthes may be Ropt, who flander our Church 
in this bchalfe, tor antiquating all eld Ceremonres, 
whereof the obſeruation of the ſcuen {anvonicall houres, 
150ne? Then, belike we muſtſert vp Popery againe, 
at leaſt ina good part, onely to appeaſe the elamours 
of Papiſts, accufing vs for Noueliſts, But take heed 
what you doe ; for vnlefſe you meane thus by degrees 
to reare vp the whole tower of Babylon again in Eng-

For howſocuer Popiſh pra- 
Qile is, yet they teach not that Adoration of Images, or 
Samts in them, is merdorious, - So that the Authour 
leaues itas granted, that a man may yſc [mages in their 
Saim-inwocation, lo hc account it aot meritorions. Thus 
he is rather for Popecri: in this point, then againlt it, 
Vpon the fourth {ammandemer,he [aith, They offend, 
that vnder a p2efcnce of ſeruing God moze ſtrictly, 
then others (eſpeciallp foz hearing,and meditating of 
Sermons ) zoe by their Falks, and certaine Judai- 
zing obſeruations condemne the toyfull feftinitie of 
this high holy-dap, which the Charch atlowes as wel.

Yon goe on: and bewſorner bee may be requited 
for his paines herein, be fhall never depars from bis 
good intention of Wiſhing, that the Reader may at all 
rimes, and for alt occaſions be afſifted with dinine grace 
obtained by continual prayer , Can any ſay thus m 
for the Author, vnles he be very intimouſly priuie to 
his good intentions,and no lefle folicitous of his rich 
requitall for his paines herein ?

P Aud as for the miſdreming cenſures, and detraFti.. 
ons of any, be feareth them not, but rather hopeth that 
his prayers to Gol for them will be more beneſiciall to 
them, then any their cenſures or detrattions canbe pre. 
indiciall to him, He that darſt publiſh ſuch a Popiſh 
booke as this, was armed before hand from topto toe, 
not to frare any mans cenſure or detraQion ; when 
not euenthearmed lawes of the Land could deterre 
him from aduenturing vpon ſuch a bold attempt, as 
to go about to bring Exg/and backe againe to Popery, 
Burt yet he hopeth chat his prayeys ro God for bis Cenſu- 
rers Wilbe more beneficiall to them, then axy their (en. 
ſures or detrattions can be preiadiciall to him, You 
know, that the Fox, the more he is cneſed, the more 
he thriueth, Their Cenſures and Derrattions cannot 
reiudice the Authors riſing higher and higher topre-

the (hareh of England, Burt Ihope that be doth not 
meane, that the Church of Exg/and is pend vp ina 
orner,or ingrofled by Monopoly tothisor that man, 
or that any one man hath a F «pai definitive voce, to 
determinethe deArines ofthe Church of 'England. 
For I remember his former Apologic, T bet he Will 
defend the faith of the preſent Church of England by laW 
stabliſhed, and oppoſe Pojery, and Romiſh ſuper ſirtion, 
Well, i hope then that the ({bnrch of England, whole 
body repreſentative is now happily aſſembled in Par- 

liament, (1 meane, r,ot onely = repreſentatine bedy 
Ecclefiaſtick, but ciuill, both together jointly repre- 
f nting the Church of England ) will rake ſuch order 
with this bcoke of Peuction, as he ſhall haue no juſt 
occaſion to complaine, he ard bis booke are vniuſtly 
dealt witbal), cenſured, or iudged : but that he will be 
as good as his word, in tumblp ſubmitting himſelle.
